in any court or county or district of this State had such suit or proceeding 
been commenced after the admission of this State into the Union, in­ 
cluding records formerly belonging to the United 
States 
Commissioners 
Courts and all papers of Mayors of cities and incorporated towns having 
and exercising ex-officio jurisdiction as United States Commissioners in 
that part of the State formerly known as the Indian Territory, that may 
be in the hands of the clerks of the various district courts of that portion 
of the State may, including probate matters, by any person having a sub­ 
stantial interest therein, on petition verified by the affidavit of the ap­ 
plicant or his attorneys of record filed with' the Judge or Clerk of the 
Court where such cause is pending within sixty days after the passage 
and approval of this Act be transferred to the proper courts of such county 
or district and that all books, records, pending cases, papers, proceedings, 
liens, judgments and executions pending in a Justice of the Peace Court

into electricity and transm it it by 
wire over 
distances
